UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (IF— 
Red China angrily 
accused the 
United Nations today of interfering 
in the Communist regim e’s affairs 
by authorizing Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold to try to a r ­ 
range the release of l l American 
airm en jailed there as “ spies.” 
Radio Peiping, official voice of 
Red China, indicated that the out­ 
cast Communist government would 
reject any 
overtures 
made 
bv 
Hammarskjold on behalf of the 
fliers. 
Red China’s reaction came after 
Britain’s U. N. Delegate Anthony 
Nutting said his government stands 
“ four - square” 
behind 
United 
States’ and United Nations’ efforts 
to gain release of the airmen. 
The Peiping broadcast, quoting 
from an editorial in the official 
Peiping Peoples Daily, said the 
United States goaded the U. N 
General Assembly into taking ac­ 
tion, which it called “ illegal and 
unjust.’’ 
It said the United Nations “ has 
no right to interfere with China’s 
sentencing of American spies.” 
“The banner of the United Na­ 
tions cannot cover up the United 
States crime of airdropping spies 
in China,” Radio Peiping said “ no 
m atter what means are taken, the 
civilized world knows what the 
truth is.” 
The broadcast did not refer to 
Ham m arskjold’.s cabled request for 
a Dec. 26 meeting in Peiping with 
Red China’s P rem ier Chou En-Lai.

left 
New York at 5:08 p. rn, last Friday, 
slightly more than an hour after 
the General Assembly had request­ 
ed by a 47-5 vote that he negotiate 
for the fliers’ release. The message 
was traced to Shanghai at 6 p rn. 
Friday. From there it was expect­ 
ed to be forwarded to Peiping. 
The Red Chinese tirade against 
the United Nations was expected 
to bring strong reaction from free 
world diplomats. 
Red China’s attitude, in view of 
her repeated attem pts to get into 
the United Nations, puzzled West­ 
ern diplomats. 
They could not understand why 
the Peiping regime chose to an 
nounce the sentences imposed on 
the Americans at a time w hen the 
Soviet Union was speaking softly 
of “ peaceful coexistence.’’ 
These diplomats 
believed that 
a rejection by Chou of H am m ars­ 
kjold’s overtures would end all of 
China’s hopes for membership in 
the United Nations.
